Appellate Judge Paynter has dis- 
solved the injunction obtained by the 
American German National Bank, of 
Paducah, and others, restraining Aud- 
itor Hager from including his tax as- 
sessment list certain funds invested in 
United States securities. The court 
holds that if the contention of the 
plaintiffs was upheld, national banks 
would be practically exempt from 
State, county or municipal taxes. 
The decision of Judge Paynter is of 
far-reaching importancs, though the 
amount immediately involved only 
approximates $100,000.

They 
come, some to enjoy a day fishing along its banks under the 
spreading branches of huge oak and sycamore -trees’, others mere- 
ly for the enjoyment derived from a boat ride up the winding 
stream. 

xVs soon, however, as the boating parties pass under the'rail- 
road bridge, and especially on Sunday when most of our visitors 
are along, they are horrified to see for many hundred yards 
along the banks, scores of small boys in bathing, who make the 
trip for the boating parties anything but an agreeable one. They 
swim out to the boats, attempt to throw the occupants out, splat, 
ter them with mud and water and with their -vulgar language 
and hideous yells make their presence very objectionable. Ladies 
are shocked by their many immodest pranks and sayings and the 
pleasure of a delightful ride up this beautiful stream seems to be

—The Richmond fair begins to-day 

— R. E. Bedford sold to George 
Hosack, of Virginia, a pacer, by 
Bodine, dam Vasco, for $500. 

— Harry Stanhope, of South Elk- 
horn, sold to Haggins & Logan 2,000 
bushels of wheat at 90c. 

— Will Bramblette, of this county, 
has shipped East 500 hogs, averaging 
220 pounds, for which he realized 3%c. 

— C. J. Daniel bought 250 ewes at 
$3.50 to $4, and sold 4,000 bushels of 
bluegrass seed to J. S. Wilson & Bro., 
at 75 cents per bushel. ^ 

— B. B. Marsh sold to Mr. Slack, of 
IMaysville, a mare for $300; one to 
Mrs. Zeke Arnold, of Covington, for 
$300, and a horse to Dr. M. H. Dailey 
for $150. 

/■•p^eorge Jacoby, of Hutchison, 
fiireshed his wheat crop of forty-five 
acres, which made forty bushels to 
the acre. 

— The sales of tobacco on the Louis- 
ville market last week amounted to 
4,338 hogsheads, di\ided as follows: 
1,200 hogsheads burley, 3,078 hogs- 
heads dark tobacco. The highest 
price paid for burley was $21. 

— The extreme hot weather from 
]Monday to Friday caused many fields 
of tobacco and corn to wither badly. 
A heavy rain fell Thursday in the 
north and east sections of the county, 
and again on Friday refreshing 
show’ers cooled the atmosphere and 
revived vegetation. 

—The imported stallion, Rossing- 
ton, 22 years old, died at Nantura 
Stock Farm, Saturday night. He was 
a half-brother to the great Ormonde 
and was the sire of Traverser and 
other good race horses.. The late F. 
B. Harper paid $12,000 for Rossing- 
ton at auction in Lexington in Lex- 
ington in 1887. 

— C. L. Ryley, of Midway, has 
bought in Woodford and Jessamine 
about 70,000 bushels of wheat. He 
bought Chas. Nuckols’ crop of 3,500 
bushels, grown on his farm near Mid- 
way at 95c, f. o. b. at Midway. Mr. 
Nuckols’ averaged 30 bushels per 
acre. John D. Howard on about 20 
acres is said to have gotten an aver- 
age vield of 50 bushels.
